You the Honourable Houſe of Commons are intreated- 
by the aforeſaid Fob Chabbeyt, to approve, that he may- 
now declare to your Honours, the love he hath and ever 
had. for Juſtice and Truth ,, and" on the contrary, how he 
abhorreth Injuſtice, Cheating Tricks! ' and Lies + But in 
a particular manner, how much he longs for the adyan-

xt. That the aforeſaid Frexch Commiſſioners have receiy- 
ed preat Summs of Money, upon three feveral Letters Par- 
rents heretofore granted'by Royal Authority, for the afore- 
ſaid Poor Refuges ſake y- eſpecially upon the firſt and ſecond 
Letters Pattents, the firſt granted in the Year 1686. and 
the ſecond granted in the Year 1688: That after/that. the 
faid two Letters Patrents were efftequally publiſhed, and 
the Tenor of the ſame declared unto the Nation;ignall and 
every Church and Chappel in the Kingdom: of W#7and, 
Dominion-of wales, ec, The whole Nation: was touched 
_ with ſodeepa ſenſe and tender Commileration. of the Ca+ 
lamities and woful Satterings of the ſaid: Poor Refuges, in 
the cauſe of their Religion, and of the-urgent neceſſity, 
which-ſo. many-of them-were lying under, riuar, _— 

all. 
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all the Nobility, Gentry, and every Rich Man, of what- 
cver Degree apaulgbaracier ſoever he was ; But eventhe 
greateſt part of all the Tradeſmen and Servants, as ev 
body knows, idid ſq: generouſly and chearfully contribute, 
by their extraordinary and large Charities,/ to the ſubſi- 
ſtance of the ſaid ngft the Refuges ; and that 
from thoſe generous, free, and large \Charitable Contri- 
butions, which have been made for the rehef of the ſaid poor 
Retugey , - it muſt . needs be-inferted, that - great. Sums 
of Money were then-Calleded. | bib; 

2, That the afogelaid  Frexch, Commiſitoners and the 
Miniſters, and Church:wardens, or Elders, as they call 
them, of the French Church in the Savoy, or of the Wa- 
looa Church in the City of Londen, have receiyed great 
Summs of Money, from' the large Charizies of particular 
Collections, often teftomed, hott great many Charitable 
Perſons, upon:the afareſtid Poor Refugts behalf, from the 
beginning of the Year 1685. to this very day of the Year 
1696. Since that time a great number of Poor Refuges 
have been ſeen in. Exglard. [ 

3. That the aforelaid Frezeh Commiſſioners, Miniſters, 
and Chureh-wardens of the aforefaid two Churches, very 
often, and at_leaſt, during the ſpace of Ten Years, have 
received- great Summs of Money, ariling from a great ma- 
ny Legacies, the moſt part of thegz made by ſome Exg/iſe 
ptous/Perfons; and ſome of them by ſome French, to be 
diſtributed in a very ſhort time; after their Deceaſe to the 
ſa4d Poor Refuges; But.that it is to be feared, the faid 
French Commiſhoness, have diſtributed nothing of the 
moſt part of the faid Legacies, or at leaſt, but the ule, or 
intereſt of ſome of them, to the ſaid Poor Refuges 3 ſo that, 
when this third Proof, as well as the ſecond before 1s 
duly refleted upon 3 it plainly appears by the ſaid two 
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Proofs, that they muſt needs have 1n their own, or others 
Hands a great Fund of Money for the nap (upport of the 
7 oor Retupes. 2 hog 4 S 

4. That the aforeſaid French Commiſhoners, by their 
own Confeſlion, and as every body knows, have received, 
during the ſpace of many Years Twelve Thouſand 
Pounds per annum,” beſtowed. liberally, chearfully and 
charitably, by His excellent Majeſty our. gracious King 
william, upon the (aid/Poor Refuges, -to releve them in 
their urgent neceſſities, and comfort; them ity their trou- 
bles. That'it is moſt certain, - that *epon the ſaid' Royal 
Bounty, the ſaid Frezch Commiſhoners, during the ſpace 
of the many Years aforeſaid; were 'able to ſupply all the 
wants of the”ſaid- Poor Refuges, if they had very well 
managed the faid Twelve Thouſand Pounds per Annum, 
or if they had not kept back ſome' of them; or-put them 
into Bankers Hands, or imployed ſome of them in Trading 
and Trafick. | | 

5. -That the. aforeſaid French Commiliioners were pub- 
lickly Accuſed. by ſome of the ſaid French Refuges, Poor 
Gentlemen, Miniſters and others, for having embezzelled, 
or miſ-imployed a conſiderable. Summ of the - aforeſaid 
Twelve Thouſand Pounds Per Anmem: Andthat the (aid 
French Commiſſioners have done their utmoſt endeavours 
to ſecure themſelves frgm the ſaid Accuſarion, 'or rather, 
that their Accuſers ſhould: be ſilent, and'defiſt- from their 
 Accufation , And for all that, the ſaid'Fr2»ch Commiſiio- 
ners have let neither the Publick, nor their  Accuſers 
know their Innocence, 1n all its Circumſtances, and in 
keeping the Formalities of Juſtice, although they were 
bound ſo to do for the ſecuring of their own Repu- 
ration.

That the aforeſaid French Commiſſioners, have re- 
ceived ſome conſiderable Summs of Money, by the way of 
many.

7. That the aforeſaid Frezob-Commillioners, doubtleſs, 
have received; and d$ ſtill:receive,.'a great many' private 
Charities of- particular ' Perfohs, for the maintenance of 
many Charity-houſes, which Charity:houſes imperceptibly 
and cunningly have been ſet up, by the ſame Commit: 
ſioners in the Suburbs of the aforeſaid City of Londen, 'ma-.

1, Either 1n-purting a- good part of the ſaid Summs 
into a Bankers Hands, fince the beginning of their Com- 
maiſtion, till this time.

10, That Mr. Daillow a French Minifter Refuge, now 
one of the belt Friends, that the ſaid-Frexch Commulltoners 
may have, cannot deny; but that formerly, he undertook 
to oblige the ſame Gentlemen, French Commiſſioners, to 
give an: Account of.all the Summs of Money, or a part -of 
them, ariſing fromthe Large General and Particular Cha- 
rity's, upon all the-Poor amongſt the Refuges , which ſaid 
Summs, came all into the Hands. of the {aid Frexch Com- 
miſttoners, from the beginning of the Year 16g Seeing 
that Undertaking was known by the Pablick, I mean, by 
the moſt part of 'the French Refuges. And that the (aid 
Mr, Daiilon, undoubtedly, hath not forgotten; rhat on 
7Twly the Toth, 1698 He Writ z Letter againſt the French 
Commiſhioners, to the Meetingoof Frezch Miniſters (ifting 
then, in the Frexch Church, at Hurgerford-Mirket, againſt 
che ſaid French Commilitoners ; by which faid Letter, he 
plainly thewed, that the ſaid Erench Commillioners, were 
making the beſt of the Money, accruing from the Charity's, 
beſtowed tothe ſaid Poor, amongſt the Refuges ; either by 
putting it out into the Goldſmiths, or Bankers Hands, or

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in Trading with it by Sea; and that only for themſelves, 

And that the ſame Commillioners did pay, by the ſaid Mo- 
ney, accruing from the ſaid Charity's, all their own Ser- 
vants, their Sallary, &c. Again, that the faid Mr, Da/1lon, 
durſt not make Oath, that he hath not ſaid. and done, 
what is aforementioned. Now if he had ſo bad a Con- 
ſcience, he would be Convicted of Perjury, by,many Eye- 
Witneſſes, who particularly knew his Undertaking, againſt 
the French Commiſſioners 3 and who heard the Contents 
of the faid Letter, when it was Read before the ſaid Frenc/ 
Miniſters met together , in whole Meeting, was Preſident, 
Mr. Betaule, an Ancient Miniſter, amongſt the Retuges, one 
of the beſt Friends of the ſaid Frexch Commiſtoners, whis 
kept the ſaid Letter, and who is now dead. 

I1. That the aforeſaid French CommiltGoners, would not 
part with their Commiſſion, and leave the Sole Care of the 
ſaid Refuges Poor's Maintenance, to the City of Londos, or to 
the Clergy of the ſaid City,who would have taken the ſaid 
Care upon themſelves, That it is a Convincing Proof, that 
the ſaid Frexch Commiſſioners feared thereby, that the 
great Summs of Money', they have 1n their Hands, ſhould 
be diſcovered, and in ſuch a Caſe, they feared the lofing 
forever, the Adminiſtration of the ſaid great Summs,. and 
withall, the hope of being the Owners of them probably, 
not remembring, that the aforeſaid Summs, coming-from 
Bountiful Charity's, beſtowed upon the {aid Refuges Poor, 
ares Devoted and Holy Thing, committed to their Truſt , 
and that they in Conſcience, are bound to give a ſtrict Ac- 
count of it, to God and Man, both in this World, and -in 
the World to come, whatſoever they may think, ſay, or do 
abour it; 

12. That, afloon, as the Frexch Commaiſitoners, ſhall be 
Commanded by You the Honourable Houſe of Commons , 

either 
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either openly to Confeſs, that they have in their own 
Hands, the ſaid great Surmms, or to ſhew the contrary, by 
the Juſtifying Papers, Writings, and Deeds, ec. Itrhe 
iaid Fremch Commiſſioners, do not perform, whatever they 
are commanded. Moreover, if by the ſaid Papers, Writings, 
and-Deeds, e$c.” It doth nor appear clearly, that the ſaid 
French Commilitoners, have diſtributed, (not to the Rich 
French Refuges) bit only to the Poor, all the ſaid Summs, 
accruing fror all the aforeſaid Charity's and Legacies. More- 
over, it inſtead of juſtifying themſelves thereby, the ſaid 
French Commiſſioners,” rather make this Objetion : That 
they could not give an exa& Account of the faid Summs, 
ſeeing that a great many Refuges, of both Sexes, cannot 
Write, and belides, they have not ſet down all the Relic- 
ved Refuges Names.” 'It muſt be inferred from thence , 
that the {aid Fremch Commiſſioners, Miniſters, and Church- 
wardens, of the aforefaid'rwo Churches, have not ated 
Faithfully, and Righteouſly, but that they acted againſt 
their own Conſctence,” to Deſraud the ſaid Poor Refuges, 
of the greateſt part of the ſaid Charity's, and to deceive 
the Lords 'Commilfigners ; by whom, all their ſaid Ac- 
counts were to be Exifhined. And that" therefore ,_ it is 
certain, they have ſill in their Hands, the aforeſaid great 
Summs, whereof they muſt be forced, to give a particular 
and exact Account. 

13. Thatif it may pleaſe You, the Honourable Houſe 
of Commons, to examine all the Proofs, given before, there 
i5no doubt, bur it will be plainly ſeen, that chere muſt 
needs' be remaining in the ſaid Frexch Commiſſtoners 
Hinds, a very conliderable Fund, accruing from the ſaid 
General 2nd Particular large Charity's, often b:{ftowed. 
That there is left a very conſiderable Fund, accruing from 
the good Husbandry, and from the faid great Summs of

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Money, whereof the ſaid Frexch Commultioners have made 
uſe. Apain, if it may pleaſe You, the Honourable Houſe 
to Commons, after Your Honours have examined, all the 
{aid Evidences, to pioceed againſt the laid French Commil:- 
fioners, and againſt the Miniſters and: Church-Wardens cf 
the atoreſaid two Churches, to force thein to confeſs, - er- 
ther that they have the faid' Fund 4n their own Hands, 'or 
that they have put it into other Mens Hands, or to Convict 
them of tie ſame, by other more eafie and demonſtrative, 
better and ſhorter Ways and Means, ''if fuch ones may be 
found. © The aforeſaid Fohy Chabbert,' hall make bold {till, 
Humbly to ſhew Your Honors, all thefe following Means, 
which he belteveth the moſt proper for his-Project. He

now no {&ttiement at all, or having but an 1inconſtaar 
one, ſhall have one, or one durable, upon the account of

whereof, muſt, according to the Rules of Juſtice, be be- 
ſtowed upon rhe ſard Miniſters, as well as upon all other 
Miniſters, Refuges maintainance, which were admitted 
into Orders in France, ſeeing that the ſaid French Mini» 
ſters, Zefuges, who have received Holy, Orders. from the 
Hands of the ſaid Right Reverend Fathers. in, God, and 
Lords, Biſhops of the ſaid Holy Chunch of Exglarnd, at 
leaſt, are 341niſters and Refuges, by as good. a Title, as 
all the ſaid, other French 24inifters admitted. into Orders 
in Fraxce can have, eſpecially whea the ſaid Ainiſters, 
admitted into Holy Orders in England, by God's Af. 
ſiſtance, and that of the ſupreme Powers of this Kingdom, 
and Heads of the ſaid Holy Church. of Exg/azd appro- 
bation, will be ſettled in the ſaid Hamlets, Villages and 
little Towns, whereof the Inhabitants cannot. maintun a

5. That the aforeſaid Diſcovery of the aforeſaid! und, 
concerns very much, many particular Ez2/4þ Ainiiters, 
and that upon two Accounts. 

t. Becauſe hereafter, when all the French Miniſters 
Refuges © ſhall be no longer , in this World, or in 
England, the Inhabitants of the aforelaid Hamlets , 
Villages, and Little Towns, who*cannot maintain a Mi-- 
niſter, wherein the aforeſaid. Miniſter's. Refuges, had ex- 
erciſed their Miniſtry, for a yearly allowance,. taken out. 
of the ſaid Fund, hereafter, for ever may enjoy the pri- 
vilege of hzving, either an Exg/;/þ Miniſter, or a Mint- 
ſter, come from French Parents, born in England, to 
whom allowance taken out of the product of the 
aforeſatd Fund, being granted; beeauſe there is not 
any part of a Civil Law, \.more juſt than that. which 
preſcribes, that, 1f the Done@deceaſeth before his er.

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the Gift muſt be given again to the ſaid giver : So that, 
then the aforeſaid French Miniftrs, and all other French 
People fled for Refuge into Eng/and, who are here the 
Dones, being decealed, or being no more look'd upon, 
as ſurviving all his Dones, after that, they-may beltow 
their Benefhicence upon whomſoever they pleale.. 

2, Becauſe it being pcfſible, that the aforeſaid Fund 
every" day might be 1ncreas'd, if the {aid Fund was put 
into the hands of. ſome laborious, diligent, and ingenious 
Perſons, who belides, may be very: zealous for the. Pro- 
teſtant Religion in general, and 1n particular, for - the 
Holy. Church of Eng/and's Intereſts, In time, God wil- 
ling, ſome Exgliſþ Miniſters, maintained with fome parc 
of the aforeſaid produQ,. taken from the ſaid increaſed 
Fund, may; be granted" to the Inhabitants of all the Ham- 
lets, Villages, and lictle Towns of the aforeſaid State of 
England, who for want of competent. means to. main- 
tain a Miniſter Reſident 1n their faid Hamlets, &c.- may 
have one, ard inall likelyhood could never have had any,. 
but by the aforeſaid ways. 

6. i hat, the iforelaid Diſcovery of the afqreſaid Fund, 
concerns very much, all the Poor amongſt the French: 
Refuges; but eſpeciallys all the Poor maimed. Soldiers, 
all the Old Poor Perſons, all the Graye, Modeſt 
Widows, all the Poor Orphans, all the Infirm and 
Weak Perſons; and all the Poor Perſons ok whatſoever 
Age, Degree, and Rank they may be off, if by their 
own means, they cannot maintain themſelves, neither 
their Families, and that upon five Arguments. 

1, Becauſe, by the Diſcovery, of the aforeſaid Fund, 
More Revenue than is requiſite, for all the ſaid Poor 
amongſt the Refuges, will be found out. 
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2, Becauſe, without doubt, to ſome of the ſaid Poor 
Refuges, a durable, inſtead of an inconſtant allowance, 
will be granted, ; 2nd to icme others, a competent one 
LVOs c. | 
2. Becauſe, thole of the {aid Reftuges, who never can 
obtain, either any allowance at all, or but a cympetent one, 
from the aforeſaid French Commiltioners , which being 
inexorable, upon every occaſion, have proteſted ſome- 
times, they had no Fund at all, and fomtrimes that they 
had one, but very ſmall and ſcanty, {earce capable tr 
ſupply all the ſaid Poor Refuges, with any relief, or bur 
even with a competent relief: And all that very ambi- 
guouſly, and by way of zmphilology. 

4. Becauſe by the ſaid Diſeovery of the faid Fund, it 
will appear, that the ſaid French Commiſſioners, have 
allowed, and do allow great Penſions, to many of the 
aforelartd Refuges of both Sexes, 'which will come to be, 
either utterly, or partly deprived of the [aid great Pen- 
ſions. They will come to be deprived of them,- 1. Ut- 
terly, if the faid Reftuges are convinced, to have other 
competent Revenues belides, for their Maintenance, 01 
forme means, whereby, it is clearly demonCrated; that 
they may ſupply all their oWw:# wants, or eſpectally, if 
it appears, that the ſaid Retages,” of both Sexes, have 
ment, or doth ſtill fpend; a good part of their Penſions 
in Luxury, both of Cloths and Dier, in Playing, and 
in any exceſs, or 1f it appears, that the' ſaid ereat Pen- 
ſions cauſe the faid Fefyges, to live in Tdene(s'2nd mif- 
ipendiag their time,and they become unprofitable Members 
ro the-Publick, and to the Private : The ſaid refuges, 
will come, bt in part to be deprived of the ſaid great 
Penſions, if they can prove they want relief : So that 
the {214 2-fages being utter:y, or in part deprived of 
their 
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the xreat Penſions, as occaſion ſerves; and as it ſhall be 
thovgat fit, the aforeſaid Poor Kefuges, may be more 
relieved, than they were before the laid Diſcovery of the 
laid Fund. 

5. Becauſe, by the Diſcovery of the aforeſaid 
Fund, well managed and improved, many Poor Per- 
ions, of both Sexes, who- want imploymegr, and look 
for lome, to maintain themſelves and their diſtre{icd Fa- 
milies, may be-put upon Buſineſs, and in a way of living 
with their Families. 

6. That the Diſcovery, of the aforeſaid great Fund, 
concerns verv much the Exzlih Poor; Becauſe the 


aforeſaid French Poor Refuges, Living upon the product 


of the atoreſaid Fund, found out, and f@being no more 
relieved by the Perſons of Quality, and Rich VYeople of 
this Km2dom, the faid Exy/þ Poor will Receive ſome 
Charities a great deal more from the ſaid Perſons of Quality, 
and Rich Veojple. And moreover, that all Expliſh, as 
wetl as French Poor, may be pur upon Buſineſs and live with 
their Families, upon the account of the ſaid great Fund,well 
managed, and {eycral ways increaled , Is. what the afore-- 
faid John Chabbert heartily wiſheth to the ſaid Engliſh and 
French Poor, and continuglly offers up his Vows to the Om- 
nipotent God; that it may pleaſe His Wie Providence to 
proſper his undertaking, fer His Eternal Glory, For the 
Furtherance and Strengthening of the Kingdom of His belo- 
ved Son, Feſus Chrizt ; For the Immortal Memory of the 
Honourable Houle of Commons; For all good Peoples Edi- 
ficationz And for all the aforeſaid French Commiſſioners, 
&c. Conviction, Shame and Confuſion, So be it.
